Bright Autumn 


When Fred L. Zink stepped out of his 
office at the Railway Express Agency on 
September 30 he had 13 carloads of 
harness horses booked to move from the 
Grand Circuit meeting at Lexington to the 
Hollywood meeting in California. It had 
been going on like that for many years. 
Zink estimated that he had shipped about 
14.000 carloads of horses in his lifetime 
(probably somewhere around — 200.000 
horses). in the last 36 years averaging 
about a car a day. 


Fred can quit counting now. He 


celebrated birthday No. 70 on September 
6. and at the end of the month was re- 
tired after 52 years of service with the

Railway Express Agency. They gave him 
a watch, and told him what a faithful 
employee he had been and what a nice guy 
he was—and nobody had to go beyond 
the unvarnished truth to pay him a compli- 
ment. 

During the last year he has had 
difficulty in seeing well—a situation he 
hopes an operation will remedy—but he 
still gets about as usual. and rarely fails 
to show up for a Rotary Club meeting or 
to collect the tickets at a Thoroughbred 
Club of America luncheon. 

Zink was born in Nashville. September 
6. 1885, and on October 1. 1903. went to 
work for the Railway Express Agency 
there. Middle Tennessee then had some 
of the country’s leading horse breeders. 
and he made shipments for the old Belle 
Meade Stud. the McConnell Brothers. 
Walter O. Palmer (“one of the finest men 
I ever knew”). and others in the area 
around Nashville, learning very early about 
shipping horses and other stock by rail. 
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In July, 1919. he was transferred to 
Lexington as agent in charge—an assign- 
ment which assured his continuation as a 
specialist in the shipment of horses. He 
personally supervised the agency’s share 
of the work in connection with obtaining 
and spotting cars and loading and unload- 
ing. Late or early, he usually was on 
the scene for arrivals and departures. 

Name any top-class Thoroughbred from 
Exterminator to High Gun. or any out- 
standing Standardbred or saddle-bred. and 
the chances are that Fred Zink had a hand 
in moving him somewhere. Besides hand- 
ling the constant traffic in and out of 
Lexington. he was in New Orleans for 11 
years and in Hot Springs for 6 years to 
help in moving horses to and from the 
tracks there. and he also helped with 
shipments to and from Churchill Downs 
in Louisville. Since 1919 he had handled 
all but 2 Kentucky Derby winners— 
Iawrin and Swaps. 

When he began shipping horses the 
best accommodations available — were 
baggage cars in which partitions were 
installed according to the demands of each 
job. The Erie railroad began using 
special horse cars about 1916. and other 
lines soon followed suit. In the earlv 
days a car held 16 horses. placed 4 
abreast. Now they usually ride no more 
than 2 abreast on long trips and 2 or 3 
on shorter hauls, and Zink credits the 
extra. room with the almost complete 
elimination of “car fits.” which now have 
become somewhat old-fashioned. 

Fred Zink was married in Nashville 
on October 9. 1905. to Miss Johnny Lee 
Sullivan. Next Sunday their 4 sons and 
one daughter are expected to gather at 
the family home in Lexington to help 
celebrate the golden wedding anniversary. 

New agent at the Lexington office of 
the Railway Express Agency is W. F. 
Stewart. who was Fred Zink’s assistant 
for about 15 years. Stewart’s assistant 


will be Fred’s son E. Millard Zink.

HE following, under date of September 28, came 
from Louis Smith, vice president and executive 
manager of Rockingham Park, Salem, N. H.: 


Dear Joe: 


I would like to call your attention to the enclosed 
publicity release. We ran an all-2-year-old card of 
9 races on Tuesday of this week, and with the sup- 
port of the breeders and important stables, would 
like to do this on a weekly basis next year, and do 
the same thing with 3-year-olds. 

It seems to us that this is a stimulating and 
significant plan, which will accomplish a great deal 
for the breeding industry throughout the United 
States while at the same time making Rockingham 
Park the proving ground for the future champions 
of the turf. 

I ask your comment and, if you look at it the 
way we do, your support in this endeavor. I hope 
that I am not being immodest in thinking that 
such a plan as I envision could be the most impor- 
tant development in breeding circles in many years. 


In an accompanying news release Lou Smith 
was quoted: “There are races for juveniles in New 
York where as many as 30 go to the post in a single 
race. We’ll give them racing room and opportunity 
here, by staging one complete card of races for the 
2-year-olds, and another one for the 3-year-olds, 
every week. This winter I’ll send racing secretary 
Owen E. Pons around the country to preach the 
gospel and convert the heathen. I’ll be very disap- 
pointed if breeders who campaign race horses do 
not answer the call, for this is the first great break 
ever offered the breeding industry .. .” 


Dear Lou: 


Guess I’ve heard a hundred horsemen describe 
you as the nicest guy in the world; you’ll do nearly 
anything they can think up that might look helpful 
to them. Lately they’ve been asking for more 2- 
year-old races because they’ve got more 2-year-olds. 
They argue that 2-year-olds, with more or less un- 
developed reputations, make better racing than 
beat-up selling platers. That’s debatable. 

If you’re responding to the voice of the people, 
you’re being unnecessarily nice, Lou. The average 
horseman, like the average citizen, has myopia, to 
say nothing of strabismus: he’d rather have what’s

bad for him now than what’s good for him in the 
long run. If the average breeder is for more 2-year- 
old races, then most of my readers will disagree with 
me, and I’ll just have to leave it that way. 

Two-year-old racing already is getting so much 
emphasis that it is a major factor in reducing the 
American Thoroughbred to a degree of stamina 
approximating that of the Quarter Horse. Lou, did 
you ever amuse yourself by taking down a list of 
the best American race horses and counting how 
many generations back to the first asterisk? Try 
it some time, and you’ll see how helpless our breed- 
ing stock is left by the steady routine of 2-year-old 
races, 6-furlong sprints, and 9-furlong “distance” 
races. We have to import stamina from abroad in 
every generation because our race tracks refuse to 
allow its testing here. 

Race track management, speaking mainly 
through the racing secretary, is the only consequen- 
tial policy-maker for the American breeder. What 
the man writes in the condition book determines 
the breeder’s fortune. And here’s what he’s been 
doing for more than half a century: he’s been tak- 
ing the easiest way out, writing more and more 
claiming races, more and more 6-furlong sprints, 
more and more 2-year-old races. You don’t need a 
racing secretary for that; one of the men on the 
harrows could do as well. 

The reason racing secretaries have no construc- 
tive policy is that they listen too much to people 
who cannot possibly have a constructive policy, be- 
cause tomorrow is bigger, in their myopic vision, 
than their whole future. You keep on listening to 
the man with too many 2-year-old maidens, and 
one of these days you’ll be running a $50,000 race 
over a grueling route of furlongs —and we'll 
still have to cross an ocean to find breeding stock 
capable of producing such stamina. 

You have plenty of 2-year-old racing now, and 
so does everybody else. The wide-open field, if you 
want to write Rockingham Park in bolder type on 
the racing map, is distance racing, and I don’t mean 
1 3/16-mile races for horses that have run in claim- 
ing races for $2,500 or less. It wouldn’t be as easy, 
but it would be “the most important development in 
breeding circles in many years.”

CALIFORNIA 
The Turkey Farmer 


Los AncGELEs. The 14-day racing sea- 
son at the Los Angeles County Fair at 
Pomona ended with what was billed as the 
richest race ever run over a_ half-mile 
track—the $22.650 Southern California 
Handicap over a distance of one mile 
and a furlong. 

The winner. a 5-year-old gelding, Both- 
well Lad. was bred in Richfield. Utah. 
His owner. trainer. and breeder is Chad N. 
Heppler. a 42-year-old turkey grower who 
usually takes a vacation about this time 
of the year to race his horses at the state 
fair at Sacramento and the county fair 
at Pomona. The net of $11.700 to the 
winner probably was more than Heppler 
had accumulated with his horses in all 
the years he has been racing. 

On his farm in Richfield, in central 
Utah. Heppler raises some 15.000 turkeys 
each year. He doesn’t have a large ranch. 
just big enough for his turkeys and 13 
horses. 

Racing fans. long accustomed to seeing 
mink coats and the latest fashions in the 
winner's circle at Santa Anita Park. were 
surprised when a beaming man in over- 
alls strode proudly into the winner's en- 
closure at Pomona with Bothwell Lad. 
This was Mr. Heppler. He had started 
jumping into the air the moment Both- 
well Lad went under the wire a winner by 
a neck over Six Fifteen. and he still was 
radiant a few minutes later when he made 
the long climb to the press box. 


Slowdown on the Turns 


Heppler told writers that Bothwell Lad 
never had a bandage of any kind on his 
legs. The turkey farmer “legs up” his 
horses in a way that will amaze most other 
trainers: While his wife drives the family 
truck, Heppler sits in the rear and holds 
the shank while Bothwell Lad and others 
in the stable take turns galloping along 
behind. “We slow down to about 34 
miles an hour on the turns.” Heppler said. 

In other ways. too. Heppler is different 
from the average owner and trainer. Be- 
fore the Southern California Handicap. 
racing secretary Jack Glendower was all 
set to give Bothwell Lad an impost of 
107 pounds. Heppler asked that he raise 
it to 112, because that was the riding 
weight of his jockey. Joe Reicher. Un- 
fortunately, Reicher was injured in a spill 
a few days before the running of the race. 
and Heppler was lucky to secure Alex 
Maese, who is probably the most improved 
jockey in California. 

Heppler said that Bothwell. sire of Both- 
well Lad, stands at J. Francis Kelly’s 
ranch in Fillimore, Utah. Calli Lou, by 
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Lord Kitchener. is the dam of Bothwell 
Lad. Bred for the first time when she was 
3, she had only one other foal, a_half- 
brother to Bothwell Lad. before she died 
of complications resulting from a hip in- 
jury. 


Faster Ones at Home 


Although Bothwell Lad is by far his 
biggest winner. Heppler is not at all sure 
he is the fastest horse he ever had. “I 
had a horse named High Kisses that was 
better ‘short’.” he said. He also spoke 
with respect of a cold-blood in Utah named 
No Pay that seems to have the number 
of most of the horses in the area. “Both- 
well Lad beat him once.” Heppler said. 

In 7 races at Sacramento and Pomona. 
Bothwell Lad showed speed and a high 
degree of consistency by winning 4 of his 
starts. finishing second twice and fourth 
ence. In a race only 3 days before the 
Southern California Handicap. Bothwell 
Lad stumbled coming out of the gate and 
“grabbed” a quarter. inflicting a bad 
wound on his foot. “I could see it was 
hurting him today.” Heppler told writers, 
“or I think he would have done even 
better.” 

Bothwell Lad was never worse than 
third in the 11-horse field that supposedly 
was the best in Pomona’s history. Bidoro. 
a sprinter. set most of the early pace. 
followed by Dawn Lark, which had won the 
stakes for the last 2 years in a row. After 
Dawn Lark took command on the back- 
stretch the second time around. he had 
Bothwell Lad clinging at his heels dogged- 
ly. Swinging into the short stretch for the 
last time. Bothwell Lad moved to the front 
with a rush. then just managed to hold 
off Six Fifteen’s late rally. He was timed 
in 1:5125 for the mile and a furlong—3 
times past the stands.

New York. Saturday. October 1. was 
quite a day for Eddie Arcaro at Belmont 
Park. He had 3 winners. and 2 of them 
were in stakes races. He made more 
money in one hour and 20 minutes em- 
bracing the 49th running of the Metron 
Stakes and the second running of the 
Woodward Stakes than any of the base- 
Lall plavers had to show for their 7-day 
effort in the World Series. But he was 
also just as competent as any of those 
who played in the Series. 

When a young Mr. Arcaro won his first 
metropolitan stakes on Nellie Flag in the 
1934 Matron, 25 other jockeys rode 
against him on the day’s card. Eddie is 
the lone survivor in the irons. Are there 
any hall players from the 1934 World 
Series still at work at their positions? 

For the sake of nostalgia. take a look 
at the roster of jockeys who opposed Ar- 
caro on September 8, 1934: Lee Hum- 
phreys, Eddie Litzenberger. Silvio Coucci. 
Albert Tipton. Wayne Wright. Joinny

Honor Guest: Mr. Fitz 


Ira Drymon. president of the Thorough- 
bred Club of America. returned from New 
York this week with the word that James 
Fitzsimmons had accepted an_ invitation 
of the club’s membership to be its honored 
guest at the 24th annual testimonial din- 
ner October 30 in Lexington. The dinner 
will be held at the Keeneland Race Course. 

The club’s selection. which probably 
will be one of the most popular it ever 
made. comes in James Fitzsimmons’ 70th 
year on the race track. Mr. Fitz was 
born 81 years ago in a small house on a 
part of Long Island which later became the 
infield of the old Sheepshead Bay race 
track. and when he was 11 years old he 
began doing odd jobs around the track. 
He began learning the trade of a jockey. 
and he rode his first race on August 17. 
1889, when he was 15. The next year on 
September 13. he rode his first’ winner. 
* He kept at his job for a few years. but 
each spring it was harder to make the 
weight. and he finally decided to quit the 
race track. He was on his way to the 
offices of the Philadelphia Rapid Transit 
Company. where he intended to apply for 
a job as a motorman, when a friend stop- 
ped him and said he knew of a training 
job Fitz might get. Young Fitzsimmons 
made the contact, got his job. and on 
August 7. 1900. at Brighton Beach saddled 
his first winner, Ed Morrell’s 2-year-old 
filly Agnes D. 

His most rewarding association began 
in 1923. when the late William Wood- 
ward hired him for his Belair Stud. In 
1924 he took over the Wheatley Stable. 
and later the horses of Ogden Phipps. 

In Mr. Fitzsimmons’ 55 years as a train- 
er he has handled numerous high-class 
runners. most notables among them 
Gallant Fox. Omaha. Johnstown, and 
Nashua. A quiet. unobtrusive philosopher. 
he has been among the most constructive 
and most articulate critics of racing. 

In an interview published in The Blood- 
Horse this year (issue of July 9. page 
131), Mr. Fitz caught the inevitable ques- 
tion: who was the best trainer he had 
seen? “I could say maybe I’m the best 
trainer—providing I’ve got all the best 
horses. And that applies to all trainers. 
Give a man the best horses. and any one 
of 500 would be the best trainer.” 


Mr. Fitzsimmons is the first full-time 
trainer ever honored by the Thoroughbred 
Club. His predecessors as guests of 
honor. beginning in 1932, were E. R. 
Bradley, Joseph E. Widener, Desha Breck- 
inridge. William Woodward, Johnson N.

Sysonby Day should have been one of 
the brightest days of the local racing sea- 
son, but it was dulled by gray skies that 
occasionally broke out into torrential 
rains. This left the track sloppy. ‘ut all 
ef the 5 horses in the Sysonby seemed 
able to handle the going. as the clockings 
show. But the horse which handled it the 
best, and had the most of it spluttered 
on him at the finish. was the big brown 
bay from King Ranch. 

Congratulations were in order for the 
Klebergs and Max Hirsch, who beamed 
profusely as he followed his big colt to 
the winner's circle, but one word of praise 
must be inserted here for Boland, who 
rode a perfectly judged race. 

The young Texan has been with the 
King Ranch for some time. He galloped 
Better Self training to win the 
Paumonok Handicap in 1948. He was 15 
then and Hirsch one day patted him on 
the shoulder and said to a third party, 
“This boy is going to be a real race rider 
some day soon, and when he does he may 
make you forget a lot of others.” 

Bill won his first race in May, 1949, at 
Belmont on a gaudy chestnut colt named 
Safe Arrival. The following year he be- 
came the second apprentice to win the 
Kentucky Derby when he scored with 
Middleground and returned to the barn 
with one beat-up rose in his hand. The 
more he rode. the more Boland looked 
like Arcaro in his style. 


One Man’s Opinions 


After the Sysonby Arcaro started his 
winning streak. His first win was with 
Traffic Judge in the ancient Jerome 
Handicap. And as soon as the teletimer 
flashed the time for the mile event a 
controversy started which probably will 
continued for some time. Traffic Judge 
had run the mile under 126 pounds in 
1:3545 while Jet Action’s mile the 
Sysonby was 1:36. 

“Poor Woody Stephens.” nearly every- 
one said. “Why did he decide to run the 
colt in the 3-year-old race instead of the 
big $100.000?" Since no faster Jeromes 
are on record, this is a question to haunt 
the slim trainer for some while and to be 
thrown into his face by a great many 
second-guessers who were nowhere to be 
seen when the decision had to be made. 

One person inclined to agree with 
Woody’s judgment was handicapper Jimmy 
Kilroe. On the Monday after the Sysonby

NEW HAMPSHIRE 


Experiment on the Rock 


At Lou Smith’s Rockingham Park on 
September 27 horsemen and public were 
given a 9-race card devoted exclusively to 
2-vear-olds. Purpose of the experiment.

the big crop of 2-year-olds an opportunity 
to race.

San Fernando Sample 


Northridge Farm, at Devonshire and 
Reseda Boulevards in Northridge. is the 
oldest and busiest of the major Thorough- 
bred farms in the thickly populated San 
Fernando Valley. About 15 years ago. 
when Harry S. Hart was getting the place 
California tourists would peer 
through the fences and watch the Thor- 
oughbreds with as much interest as if the 
animals had been brought from the zoo. 
For the horseman who got inside, Hart 
would conduct a tour of the barns. the 
pastures, and the 6-furlong training track. 
and finally he would open the door to a 
store-room and exhibit enough bottles. 
bags. bales. and boxes to stock a small 
equine apothecary shop. The horses which 
came to Northridge were going to get 
everything. 

The tourists are gone from the fences. 
since Thoroughbreds are more or less 
commonplace in southern California now. 
and hustling Harry Hart has been buzzing 
elsewhere for a long time, but the store- 
rooms are still loaded. The horses at

Northridge still get everything. Nearly 
everything, that is. Owner J. H. Ryan 
doesn’t think they need kelp, or soft- 
shell crabs. 

Ryan scoots along the roads of the 170- 
acre oasis of farm land in a liitle 3- 
wheeled electric buggy whose back 
compartment is likely to be carrying any- 
thing from a twitch to an enzyme. In 
the course of a brief trip around the place 
he spent a considerable part of the time 
discussing feeding practices. Here was 
a mixture with which he was about to re- 
seed one of the paddocks: orchard grass. 
perennial rye. meadow fescue. Chilean 
alfalfa. red clover—this would have variety 
enough to cover the full growing season. 
Pastures had phophorus added regularly. 

Premium prices were paid for hay. 
which was analyzed to check for a phos- 
_phorus-calcium ration approximating 1 
to 3. “A man with a bad load of hay 
knows better than to try selling it here.” 


Service Station With Rest Rooms 


Among the additional items fed were 
bone meal, trace minerals. iodine. an 


circular pen in which yearlings are exercised before going to the auctions. 
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amino-acid mixture used especially for 
young foals. and a thing called Phen-D- 
Min which included phenothiazine, ribo- 
flavin. vitamin D, iodine, calcium, and 
phosphorus. The phenothiazine is given 
on the orthodox low-level routine, but in 
this mixture “the blood count stays high- 
er 

Parasite control is reinforced by pick- 
ing up Cropping and sprinkling the damp 
spots underneath with lime which has 
been impregnated with sulphur, and by 
frequent tubing with carbon disulphide. 
“Out here whiteworms do more harm than 
bloodworms.” 

Northridge is not only a farm, but a 
sort of service station for all kinds of 
Thoroughbreds. In the dry paddocks— 
these small grassless pens are a California 
institution of many uses—are horses from 
the race tracks. On the training track 
older horses are galloped in preparation 
for return to the tracks and numerous 
yearlings are broken. About a dozen 
stallions. including *Reading Il and the 
speedy *Mafosta, stand there, and during 
the summer Imbros waited there pending 
his syndication. 

The number of mares and foals on the 
place is hard to determine since some 
of them. like the last pig in the rustic 
joke. run around so fast they can’t be 
counted. There wasn’t time to stop and

Here the occupant is the stallion *Noor. 
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count the long list of 1955 foals. but a 
quick flip-through of the record sheets in 
the office suggested that California had 
one more advantage over breeding centers 
in the East: there appeared to be a much 
larger percentage of early foals. There 
should be: the winters are mild and spring 
comes early.

Land, Water, and Witches 


The water bill at Northridge Farm is 
“about a thousand dollars a month,” 
Ryan said. Here. as at other farms in 
southern California. the big sprinklers are 
going nearly every day. in one paddock 
or another. (Sometimes it does rain, but 
generally at the wrong time of the year.) 


WATER SOURCES ARE NEAR THE SURFACE 


A few ranches have subirrigation, and the 
outlets from the underground pipes are 
covered with a rubber cap when the water- 
ing is finished. Others move pipe from 
here to there as necessary. Back toward 
the east. where the land begins to rise. 
are long sections of pipe mounted on 
wheels which move the sprinkling 
apparatus from one end of a field to an- 
other. The flatter paddocks usually are 
irrigated by flooding. 

Much of the farm land east of Los 
Angeles is irrigated from shallow wells. 
At one place on the W. W. Naylor and 
Sons Ranch. now owned by C. H. Jones 
and Sons, they put down a well and found 
water 4 feet below the surface. Some of 
the land has to be tiled to let the water 
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out. but without irrigation it still would be 
a desert. 

To the stockman or farmer the land is 
nething without water. The constant 
search for the stuff that changes a desert 
into a farm has elevated the water-witch 
to a high standing in the Southwest: as 
insignia. the dowsing red almost ranks with 
the caduceus. One of the big land-holding 
companies not put 
skepticism and engaged the help of an 
expert dowser. since there seemed no other 


long ago aside its 


chance of finding water on a great tract 
of Arizona land—the place was so big 
they had to fly him over it in an airplane. 
After he had pin-pointed 19 good wells in 
succession they put him on a retainer. 
(Strangely enough, American universi- 
ties never have investigated the persistent 
phenomenon of the water-witeh. though 
one of them has spent years on the much 
more unlikely phenomenon of extra-sen- 
sory perception. It should not be too 
difficult to determine statistically the 
dependability of a dowser’s advice. A 
good dowser will tell you not only where

The Asterisk as Salesman 


At 19240 Devonshire Boulevard — in 
Chatsworth is Mrs. C. E. Houchin’s 55- 
acre HH Ranch. new. clean, lovely. with 
an office and study such as one might 
come across in House Beautiful. Manager 
Lane Bridgeford. who put the place to- 
gether for the late Mr. Houchin, was off 
at the races. and his assistant. lanky Bill 
Peel. was on “vacation.” (Later it turned 
out that Peel was spending his vacation 


taking eare of Dr. Bernard J. Errington’s 
2 yearling colts. one of which. the son of 
*Khaled and Marion Collins, topped the 
Del Mar sale.) 

A little farther down the boulevard. is 
Walter G. MeCarty’s Rolling Hills Farm, 
For the San Fernando Valley it’s a big 
place—166 acres—all irrigated. beautifully 
landscaped. well equipped. and apparently 
about to be smothered in) the human 
stampede to this center. Only about 7 
broodmares are left on the place. plus the 
stallions Lassator (21 years old. and re. 
tired). War Rings. and Speak Up. Man. 
ager Jack Padjan is still just as much a 
cowboy as when he was building the place 
15 vears ago, 

One of the newer horse farms in the 
valley is the 90-acre Curragh Stock Farm, 
owned by Edward M. Goemans, who runs 
the place himself. The rolling land is 
subirrigated. “We got 85 tons of hay from 
a 25-acre field in one cutting.” one of the 
men reported. The stallions *Calstone. 
*Curragh King. and Bullroot stand there. 
Goemans is breeding for the market. and 
he had ponied the yearlings he was about 
to sell at Del Mar: they were obviously 
in better condition for that reason. with 
more muscle and less fat than sales year- 
lings which get virtually no exercise. 

Ed Goeman’s big idea, however. is that 
imported stock per se is vastly superior to 
American breeding. He is perhaps the 
first breeder deliberately to build his oper- 
ation around the asterisk, and to advertise 
its virtues on that basis. “You just run 
down the list of the big winners.” he 
begins. Whether he wins or loses. he at 
least has put his finger on the softest spot 
in the American pocketbook. 

Harry M. Warner used to have a ranch 
at Calabasas where he had a notch cut 
through a small mountain to let the ocean 
breeze below in. Now he has a _ less 
spectacular operation in Woodland Hills. 
The W L Ranch there has a_ 5-furlong 
training track and a big training barn. 
The stallions Stepfather. W L Sickle. and 
Ali’s Gem are there. So is the noted mare 
Honeymoon. with a filly by Ali’s Gem. bred 
again to Ali’s Gem, and going next year

After whipping through these and a few 
other places at a slow trot you still can get 
through the mountains into the Simi Valley 
and pull up before dark at the door of Lin 
Howard’s residence on the topmost hill of 
the rolling L. C. Howard Stock Farm at 
Moorpark. (There still Binglin 
Stock Farm sign at the entrance. but it 
is only for a memory.) 

Here the scenery is changed. For one 
thing. it’s rural. For another. the land 
is mostly adobe. with a sandy wash in the 
bottoms.

precious. Part of the 187-acre place 
produces enough hay (mostly eat hay) 
to supply the equine population. 

Big, breezy Lindsay C. Howard runs 
the place himself. but the efficient staff.

largely upon the wisdom of old Lou 
Machado. who knows. from a lifetime of 
experience, what there is to be known 
about horse-handling. Senor Machado’s 
headquarters is a big rocking chair on a 
porch overlooking a round concrete pen 
and a neat row of box stalls at the foot of 
a hill. Sometimes *Noor or *Nathoo will 
be turned out in the pen, but its principal 
use is for exercising yearlings. 

Breaking begins early at the Howard 
place. The youngsters start their educa- 
tion, outdoors or in the big breeding shed. 
when they are weaned. The yearlings in 
the summer auction at Del Mar were hard- 
muscled from scurrying up and down the 
hills and from supervised exercise in the 
small ring. 

The 2 stallions. imported by the late 
Charles S. Howard in 1947, are very nearly 
opposite types. The long-legged *Noor 
probably is capable of getting good horses 
with a distance capacity good enough for 
countries which really have distance rac- 
ing. The gray *Nathoo. comparatively 
stout and low-set. might tempt a breeder 
of Quarter Horses. Both have begun very

The second running of the Woodward Stakes 
actually a handicap—attracted only one of the 5 
top-weighted horses.

After High Gun, Helioscope 


William G. Helis Jr.’s Helioscope this 
week was taken out of training. and plans 
were being made to retire him to stud. 

Said Helis: “I feel that he has ae- 
complished far more than enough to prove 
himself as a top stallion prospect.” But 
it hadn’t been decided yet where to stand 
the 4-year-old son of *Heliopolis. 

Helis’ decision to retire his colt followed 
by one week Robert J. Kleberg Jr.'s an- 
neuncement that High Gun. Helioscope’s 
most formidable rival] for division honors 
this year, was through racing and would 
make the 1956 season at King Ranch’s 
farm at Lexington. 

Helioscope was the best bargain in the 
1952 Keeneland fall yearling sale—an 
intestinal inflammation had forced his 
withdrawal from the summer sale—and 
Helis bought him from Miss Mildred 
Woolwine’s consignment for $17.000. 

Brought along slowly by Dr. John Lee. 
his first trainer. who had selected him at 
Keeneland. Helioscope raced only once at 
2. on August 11 at Atlantic City. He won 
his first start. and, while waiting for the 
Grand Union Hotel Stakes at Saratoga. he 
put his left fore foot through the webbing 
in the stall door and damaged the ankle 
severely. He was given short-wave therapy 
and a comfortable winter at the Helis farm 
at Jobstown, N. J. 

Helioscope, under the direction of train- 
er Howard Hausner, was returned to active 


campaigning in April, 1954, at Bowie, 
where he won his only start, then was 
shipped to Garden State Park. He won 
his first 2 races there, and on May 15 he 
finished tenth in a division of the Dela. 
ware Valley Stakes. Only one other time 
did he ever finish worse than fourth. 

From June through November, Helio- 
scope proved to be one of the best 3-year- 
olds in competition. He won the Select. 
Benjamin Franklin. and Trenton Handi- 
caps and the Pimlico Special. was second 
in the Arlington Classic and the Roamer 
Handicap, and at year’s end had total 
earnings of $190.925. In the Blood-Horse 
Handicap he was given 129 pounds, one 
less than High Gun and 2 less than the 
inactive *Turn-to. 

Helioscope warmed up for his 4-year- 
old campaign with a track-record perform. 
ance in the Southern Maryland Handicap. 
and 2 weeks later. in one of the most 
thrilling races of the year. he finished 
third to Social Outeast and Fisherman 
in the John B. Campbell Memorial 
Handicap. In his next 3 starts he set track 
records in the Valley Forge Handicap and 
the Massachusetts Handicap and _ beat 
High Gun in the Suburban Handicap while 
equaling Tom Fool’s modern-day record 
of 2:0085. On June 22 he set a track 
record in the Salvator Mile, and on July 4 
he was unplaced in Bobby Brocato’s Carter 
Handicap. Three weeks later he beat 
High Gun for the second time in the Mor- 
mouth Handicap.

Herbert Woolf Selling Out 


Herbert M. Woolf. for 26 years one of 


the Midwest's biggest Thoroughbred 
breeders, this week said he had _ had 
enough. He said that he had sold his 


160-acre Woodford Farm in Johnson 
County. Kansas. and had made plans to 
sell all breeding stock and young horses 
on the farm. 

The Kansas City department store own- 
er put up for sale the stallion *Marchons 
If. 18 broodmares. 6 2-year-olds. 10 year- 
lings. and 10 weanlings. He would prefer 
to sell them as a group. 

He said he would continue to operate 
a racing stable. which now is quartered at 
Belmont Park. 

Woolford is less than one mile from 
the city limits of both Kansas City. Mo., 
and Kansas City, Kan. “Real estate men 
have been after me for years to sell it.” 
Woolf said. “and they finally made me 
such a good offer that I couldn't turn it 
down.” George Walham. who has man- 
aged Woolford for 15 years. will remain 
in Woolf's employ. 

Owner of Woolf Brothers. one of Kansas 
City’s largest department stores, and a 
former owner of 52 Midwest theaters. 
Woolf changed from saddle horses to Thor- 


oughbreds in 1929. He had had saddle 
horses for many years. among them Beau 
Peavine. winner of the 5-gaited grand 
championship at Madison Square Garden. 
and Belle Delight. a 3-gaited mare defeated 
only once in a long career. 

Woolf's biggest success in the Thorough- 
bred business began with his purchase of 
Insco. a 4-year-old horse by *Sir Gallahad 
III. at the 1932 Lexington fall sales. 
Moved to Woolford. Insco sired 8 crops 
before his death in’ February. 1939. 
Among his 119 foals and 13 stakes win- 
ners were Lawrin, Joe Schenck. Technic- 
ian. Unerring. Inscoelda. Inscolassie. 
Signator, Contradiction. and Rifted Clouds 
—all bred by Woolf. 

Woolf has bred 5 $100.000 winners— 
Lawrin. Happy Issue. Historian. Delegate. 
and Elixir—and many of his other good 
horses. Joe Schenck. Inscoelda. Technician. 
and Signator, probably would have topped 
$100,000 except for the lean years of the 
1930°s. 

*Marchons II. Woolf's stallion. is a 10- 
year-old South American-bred horse. He 
entered stud at Woolford in 1952. His 
first crop of 8 foals has vielded 4 2-vear- 
old winners this year.

OBITUARY 


A. A. BALDWIN 


A. A. Baldwin 


Arthur Alexander (Sandy) Baldwin. 
owner of Dundridge Farm at White Post, 
Va.. and a horseman for nearly all his 
47 years of life. died of cancer of the 
throat on the morning of October 3, after 
a long and painful illness. 

Sandy Baldwin. as he was always known, 
was born March 3. 1908. in Cleveland, and 
was a member of a family which had 
enormous holdings in the Hawaiian Islands. 
Almost as soon as he could sit a horse 
he was taken to the hunting field. and as 
a young man he was a member of the 
family polo team along with his father 
and brothers. playing in Hawaii as well 
as the U. S. 


When he was still in his twenties he 
decided against a business career in an 
office and purchased the Virginia farm 
which became his home and his head- 
quarters for breeding Thorughbreds and 
for training the horses he rode in numerous 
steeplechase and timber races at hunt 
meetings in the East. He served in the 
Army in the second World War. and 
was among the last officers trained in the 
old Cavalry School at Fort Riley, Kan. 


Most of the Thoroughbreds bred at 
Dundridge Farm were sold by auction as 
vearlings. or otherwise disposed of. but 
about 5 years ago the owner began train- 
ing his own stable. The illness which 
brought about his death obliged him to 
lav aside this ectivity and to put the 
519-acre farm on the market. 

Mr. Baldwin is survived by his widow 


(who was Jane Phelps, of Chicago) and 
3 children, Jane Louise, Alexander Demas, 
and Sheila. 


Allen Drumheller Sr. 


Allen Drumheller Sr.. 61-year-old Wash- 
ington State trainer and breeder, died 
of a heart attack Saturday, October 1, 
in San Francisco’s Stanford Hospital. He 
was stricken Friday night after dining 
with friends. 

The former chairman of the Washington 
Racing Commission had been campaign- 
ing a 40-horse public stable at Bay 
Meadows. On the day of his death. one 
of his charges, Mr. Sullivan, saddled by 
his son, won the San Jose Handicap. 

Mr. Drumheller became interested in 
racing through his father, George Drum- 
heller. who had begun racing his own 
horses in the early 1920’s and had cam- 
paigned in all parts of the country. The 
first horses trained by Allen Drumheller 
were those of his father. As a breeder he 
produced and raced the top money winners 
foaled in Washington. Hank H. and Sirde. 
His major successes, however, were with 
horses of others. In recent years he train- 
ed the stakes performers Spanish Cream, 
Special Touch, Manyunk, Baby Alice, 
Guerrero, Mr. Sullivan, and Bold Bazooka. 
The last-named is the leading 2-year-old 
colt in California this year, and was to 
be shipped East next week for the Garden 
State Stakes. 

Besides campaigning in California and 
making occasional forays in Chicago. Mr. 
Drumheller always raced at Longacres in 
Washington, where his main quest was the 
Longacres Mile. He trained the winner 
6 times. and once his charges ran 1-2-3. 

At the time of his death he owned a 
farm of 1.150 acres near Walla Walla. 
where he grew wheat, and kept 7 mares 
and the stallion Conformity. 

He is survived by his wife. Ila Drum- 
heller, and 2 sons. Allen Jr. and George 
Drumheller.

Therapy with Ultrasound 


James E. Fuller, foreman in trainer 
W. B. Finnegan's stable. set an oblong 
white box in the door of a stall at Del 
Mar. plugged one of its cords into an 
electric outlet. and grounded it with a 
metal stake thrust into the loose dirt. He 
crawled under the gate and began smear- 
ing a thick coat of vaseline from knees to 
pasterns on the legs of a horse which 
nuzzled him as he worked. When the oily 
coating was satisfactorily even he took 
a flashlight-sized attachment from its catch 
at the end of the box and began moving 
the slanted metal end of it over a knee. 
He went slowly over the front of the knee. 
back and forth. up and down. occasionally 
smoothing the vaseline ridges caused by 
the pressure of the metal head. 

“It won't work if there’s any air space 
between the applicator and the part you're 
treating.” he said. “You can put the leg 
in water and use it that way. like they 
do a lot in treating humans, but with a 
horse it’s easier to work this way. The oil 
cuts out the air space. 

“This is a 2-year-old half-sister to 
Hillary. She bucked her shins and popped 
a splint. but we started using this machine 
on her and she never missed a work.” 

Fuller moved down along the side of the 


shin, then along the front, pressing hard 
enough to keep airless contact. The filly 
did not flinch: she was quietly investigat- 
ing the foreman’s hat. 


Bill Finnegan was one of numerous 
American trainers who had heard enough 
of ultrasonic therapy that they wanted to 
“see what it would do.” The portable 
Siemens “Sonostat 812.” made in Ger- 
many. had cost him about $700, and he 
had been using it since about August 15. 
By the end of August he was beginning to 
think it was a valuable gadget. 


The energy applied in this sort of treat- 
ment derives from the piezoelectric quali- 
ties of a large crystal of natural quartz. 
which, when placed in a high-frequency 
electrical field. vibrates at a much higher 
frequency than audible sound. The 
ultrasound is beamed through a trans. 
ducer (the flashlight-sized attachment) 
with a metal soundhead. 


The physical phenomenon called the 
piezoelectric effect was discovered by the 
brothers Pierre and Jacques Curie in 
1880. before Pierre and his wife Marie 
found out about radium. Experimenta- 
tion during the first World War revealed 
that ultrasound beams would vaporize 
water in a cold fog. rupture blood vessels, 
kill small fish. and give other indications

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of extreme potency. In 1938 it was used 
in human therapy for the first time. in 
Germany. and the first patient, a woman 
suffering with sciatica, improved so fast 
that ultrasound was off to the medical 
races like a Quarter Horse. 


American physicians. remembering the 
inflation and deflation of German-bred 
diathermy. remained very skeptical in the 
face of hundreds of European articles 
reporting the healing effects of ultrasound. 
A little over 5 years ago a few of them 
began to use it cautiously on some of their 
most unresponsive cases of osteoarthritis 
and bursitis. There was a fair percentage 
of relief and improvement. and now several 
thousand ultrasonic devices. mostly Ameri- 
can-made, are being used for the correc- 
tion of everything from a football play- 
ers sprained ankle or pulled muscle to 
polio paralysis and vertebral disk syn- 
drome. 

Veterinarians have used ultrasonic 
therapy on horses. and. as in’ human 
medicine. they have had favorable results 
in some cases—the degree of success has 
not been reported comprehensively. But 
in the main they have left this type of 
therapy in the hands of laymen, whose 
time is less expensive and whose know- 
ledge of the destructive power of ultra- 
sound is necessarily limited. 

The men who use it presumably have 
been warned that it can cause irreversible 


damage if the dosage is too strong. It 
can destroy nerve and brain issue—one 
doctor has called it superior to surgery 
for lobotomy in mental cases—and it can 
destroy the growing ends of bones in young 
animals. These and other dangers are 
minimized by constant movement of the 
soundhead over the part being treated. 
but an M. D. shakes his head at the idea 
of ultrasound in the hands of untrained 
personnel. 


“Ultrasonic energy only slightly 
larger doses than those usually recom- 
mended may cause damage of an irrever- 
sible nature to certain living tissues.” Dr. 
Frank H. Krusen wrote in an article in 
the January, 1952. issue of the Southern 
Medical Journal. “. . . It is obvious that 
ultrasonic energy is a potent destructive 
agent which may be extremely dangerous 
if employed indiscriminately by unskilled 
persons.” 


Other medical men have reported favor- 
able responses in cases where other 
medication had failed. In February. 1953. 
Dr. Kenneth Phillips read a paper before 
the Florida Medical Association summariz- 
ing 2,352 treatments given 294 patients 
in a period of 9 months. concluding that 
the best results had been with “traumatic 
injuries. acute bursitis. and low back 
distress.” (In 130 cases of mixed types 
of arthritis there were “moderate” results 
for 38. good results for only 15.) 


In the ensuing discussion Dr. Samuel B. 
Kleinman added that “despite the fact that 
we are dealing with an agent that is 
potentially harmful. we have a most impor- 
tant safety valve. It consists of the fact 
that it is virtually impossible for anyone 
to employ ultrasonic therapy and injure 
a patient without the patient first ex- 
periencing considerable pain.” 

An article in the Saturday Evening Post 
of July 16. 1955. described some of the 
results of ultrasonic therapy as “truly 
remarkable” and “dramatic,” and conclud- 
ed with a quote from Dr. John H. Aldes 
and his colleagues at the Cedars of Leban- 
on Hospital in Los Angeles: “We are con- 
vinced that ultrasonics is in medicine to 
stay.” 

Whether it is on the backstretch to stay 
perhaps will be determined on the basis 
of experience in the next year or so. 
Most of the veterinarians who have tried 
it have laid it aside. but if it takes the 
soreness out of a few bucked shins. loosens 
a few pulled muscles. or otherwise man- 
ages to keep in training an occasional 
horse. its employment in racing stables 
probably will increase. J. A. E.
